Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Group I (claims 1-2) - a semiconductor device having the potential 
interconnection layer provided so as to directly contact the first insulation layer and the 
second insulation layer, as disclosed in Figs. 1-7. 

Group II (claims 1 and 3) - a semiconductor device having a first potential 
interconnection layer provided over the first insulation layer, a second potential 
interconnection layer provided over the first potential interconnection layer, and a 
dielectric layer provided between the first potential interconnection layer and the second 
potential interconnection layer, as disclosed in Figs. 8-13. 

Group III (claims 1 and 4) - a semiconductor device comprising: an extending 
direction of the power supply potential region and the ground potential region provided 
in the first potential interconnection layer and an extending direction of the power supply 
potential region and the ground potential region provided in the second potential 
interconnection layer being provided so as to cross each other, as disclosed in Figs. 14- 
18. 

Group IV (claims 1 and 5) - a semiconductor device having a body region 
provided in the channel layer and including a channel region of the field effect transistor 
being connecting with the power source layer, as disclosed in Figs. 19-22.
